SUCTION  2 GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICE 


Public  Health  Officers  There  was  no  change  in  the-  public  health 
officers'  luring  the  year.  Mr.G-.G-. Evans  remained  as  your  Sanitary 
Iaipc  ctor . 

laboratory  Facilities  During  the  year  laboratory  facilities  were 
available  at  Hereford  and  Brecon.  All  water  samples  were  sent  to  the 
Public  Health  -Laboratory  at  Hereford  and  at  Brecon,  while  any 
investigation  required  in  the  control  of  infectious  disease  were 
performed  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Hereford.  All  milk 
sampling  was  done  by  the  Public  Health  laboratory  at  Hereford. 

Ambulance  Facilities  As  a result  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act,  I9ib,~  the  County  Council  wore  responsible  for  the  provision  of 
an  ambulance  for  general  use  while  ambulances  from  Merthyr  Tydfil 
and  Hereford  Isolation  Hospitals  conveyed  patients  suffering  from 
infectious  disease  to  Hospital. 

Home  Nursing  Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act  1946, 

the  County  Council  wore  responsible  for  the  provision  of  home 
nursing  facilities.  Tho  nurses  previously  partly  employed  by  various 
district  nursing  associations  were  whole  time  employees  of  tho 
County  Council.  There  are  throo  nursos  resident  in  the  district. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics, 
administered  by  the  County  Council,  of  which  Llandrindod  Wells  is  tho 
nearest  some  27  miles  away.  Anto-natal  clinics  and  facilities  for 
the  treatment  of  minor  ailments,  immunisation,  dental,  orthopaedic 
and  eye  defects  arc-  also  available. 

Hospitals  Tho  hospital  needs  of  the  residents  of  tho 

district  for  all  diseases  apart  from  infectious  diseases,  arc 
provided  for  at  Hereford  Hospital.  A few  cases  are  admitted  at  Brecon 
and  Llandrindod  Wells.  For  the  treatment  of  cases  of  smallpox, 
arrangements  have  been  mado  by  the  County  Council  with  Abordaro  for 
bods  at  tho  Fc-dw  Hir  Hospital. 

Disinfection  In  the  main  the  methods  used  for  any  required 

disinfection  have  been  fumigation  and  spraying. 


SECTION  3.  MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 


These  services  are  administered  by  the 
County  Council  and  include  clinics  for  maternity  and  child  welfare, 
immunisation,  dental,  orthopaedic  and  eyo  treatment  and  for  expectant 
mothers;  provision  is  also  made  for  free  and  cheap  milk  and  medicinal 
foods.  The  supervision  of  midwives,  child  life  protection,  and  tho 
cane  of  premature  and  illegitimate  infants  is  also  the  responsibility 
of  the  County  Council. 


SECTION  4.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 

I am  indebted  to  your  Sanitary  Inspector 
for  the  reports  on  water  supplies,  sewerage  and  the  workings  of  the 
factories  Act  which  are  included  in  this  Section  of  the  report. 

During  the  year  no  acute  shortage  of  vjater 
was  experienced  because  of  the  inclement  summer  weather  but  the  water 
situation  is  far  f i om  satisfactory. 

The  water  scheme  for  the  district  submitted 
by  your  Consulting  Engineer  in  1947  made  very  little  progress  during 
the  year. 


WATER  REPORT 


Boughrood  Parish 

Twelve  houses  in  the  vicinity  of  Boughrood  Bridge  draw  water 
from  the  Hyswen  supply  which  is  owned  hy  the  Hay  Rural  District  /f.uncil. 

The  remaining  houses  have  private  supplies  and  in  times  of 
drought  the  quantity  is  insufficient  end  the  quality15 suspicious11 . 

No  progress  has  hcc-n  made  to  the  scheme  lmown  as  the  “Bostin" 
and  since  this  is  part  of  tho  major  scheme  it  is  difficult  to 
understand  why  advantage  has  not  "been  taken  of  this  spring,  which 
could  easily  supply  the  needs  of  the  parish. 


Bryngwyn  Pari s h 

One  smalT  supply  in  this  parish  is  owned  hy  the  Council  and  an 
extension  to  improve  the  supply  was  carried  out  during  the  year. 

This  improvement  will assure  a sufficient  supply  to  the  houses  now 
being  built  and  for  the  need  of  the  new  C.P. school  which  is  to  be 
erected  by  the  Radnorshire  Education  Committee. 

Apart  from  this  supply  this  parish  suffers  greatly  both  from  the 
domestic  and  agricultural  need,  but  the  scheme  submitted  by t he 
Consulting  Engineer  vail  satisfy  the  whole  needs  of  the  parish. 

Clyro  Parish 

During  tho  year  a new  pipe,  line  was  laid-  from  the  Service 
Reservoir  to  the  springs  and  this  will  assure  a better  supply  for  the 
village  of  Clyro  which  consists  of  some  37  dwellings. 

The  other  100  dwellings  in  the  parish  have  private  supplies 
ranging  from  open  shallow  wells  to  small  piped  supplies. 

Clasbury  Parish 

Some  98  "dwellings  have  piped  supplies  from  the  Service  Reservoir 
owned  by  the  Council  and  no  shortage  was  experienced  during  the  year. 

The  other  45  cottages  together  with  19  farm  dwellings  are  served 
by  small  shallow  wells,  pumps,  or  small  private  piped  supplies.  The  water 
from  t he  shallow  wells  has  to  be  carried  for  distances  varying  from 
20  to  400  yards. 

In  the  casG  of  severe  drought  the  domestic  need  suffers  much 
more  than  the  agricultural  need. 

Llanbodr -Pains castle  Parish 

This  parish  has  one  small  private  supply  serving  three  farms  and 
six  cottages.  The  other  properties  in  the  parish  have  small  shallow 
wells  and  small  piped  supplies.  The  only  suitable  source  which  can 
serve  this  parish  is  Llarib w chi lyn  lake  and  the  sooner  this  scheme  can 
be  carried  out  the  better  for  everyone. 

Llandewifach  Parish 

This 'parish  has  no  piped  supplies  and  in  times  of  drought  the 
domestic  need  is  the-  greater  since  the  agricultural  need  can  be  met  ■ 
by  the  adjoining  brook  which  is  _ of  service  for  stock  purposes. 

There  are  15  farms  and  3 cottages  in  the  parish.  This  parish  can  easily 
be-  supplied  with  water  from  Llanbwchllyn  lake,. 

Llandi 1 o- grab  an  Pari sh . 

Thc-rc-  are  three  small  piped  supplies  in  this  parish.  The  other 
properties  have  small  shad  low  wells  and  are  all  subject  to  pollution. 

This  parish  is  in  urgent  nc-cd  of  a piped  supply  which  would  servo  any 
new  Council  houses  of  which  there  is  a demand  in  the  parish  and  the 
only  suitable  source  is  llanbwchllyn  Lake. 

There  are  17  cottages  and  30  othc-r  dwellings  in  this  parish. 

Plans tephan  Parish 

This  parish  has  28  dwellings  and  12  arc-  served  by  a private  supply 
laid  on  to  each  house.  The  other  dwellings  have  similar  supplies  as 
mentioned  for  the  other  parishes.  This  parish  could  easily  be  supplied 
from  Llanbwchllyn  lake. 


LI  owes  Parish 

The'  Council  own  a small  undertaking  in  this  parish  which  serves 
the  hamlet  of  Howes.  The  new  water  main  laid  in  the  village  in  1951 
has  resulted  in  a much  improved  supply  of  water. 

The  remaining  dwellings  in  the  parish  are  served  "by  shallow 
wells  and  open  streams  and  the  majority  are  subject  to  gross  pollution.

Public  Cleansing

Monthly  collections  were  given  in  the  parishes  of  Bryngwyn, 
H andi lo - Graban  and  Llanbodr-Pains castle . The  refuse  is  then  disposed 
of  by  controlled  tipping  at  the  Clyro  Tip.

Ho  marked  improvement  was  shown  during  the  yearn*  on  the  condition 
of  existing  houses  and  no  application  was  received  for  a Grant  under 
the  Housing  Act  1S4S.

Diphtheria  Immunisation 

As  a result  of  the  new  Health  Act,  the  County  Council  were 
responsible  for  the  immunisation  of  children  against  diphtheria  and 
details  of  the  district  will  he  found  below.  Facilities  for  immunisatioi 
are  not/  available  at  the  ordinary  Maternity  and  Child  "Welfare  Clinics 
and  also  at  the  schools  during  school  medical  inspections. 

There  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  in  the  district  during  the  year.
